RECIPROCITY WITH FRANCE. | 


Steps Being Taken to Renew the Ne- 


gotiations Broken Off Some 
Time Ago. 


Washington, June 9.—The French 
government has taken steps to renew 
actively negotiations for a reciprocity 
treaty with the United States, and to 
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that end has appointed M. Chapentier | 


as special delegate to assist Ambassa- 
dor Cambon in conducting the negotia- 
tions. The negotiations with France 
were begun some time ago and then 
came to a complete halt. The disposi- 
tion of the French authorities is very fa- 
vorable towards securing a treaty, and 
as a basis for this they are ready to con- 
cede the minimum tariff list, which is

AGREEABLE TO ALL. 


Modus Vivendi to Fix the Alaskan 
Boundary. 


IT IS NOW READY FOR SIGNATURE; 


it Provides Only for a Temporary 
Limitation, But Is Most Likely, in 
the End, to Prove the Best 
Solution of the Issue. 


Washington, June 9.—When the state 
department closed for the day it was 
with the expectation on the part of thé 
officials that the modus vivendi which 
has been under negotiation in London 
would be completed and signed to-day. 
The signature probably will take place 
in London as between Ambassador 
Choate and Lord Salisbury, unless the 
programme is changed. Assuming that 
the agreement is on the exact lines of 
the instructions sent, the modus will 
fix the provisional boundary line be- 
tween Alaska and Canada at three 
points near the head of the Lynn canal. 
These will be sufficient, it is expected, 
to prevent any further conflicts. These 
points are as follows: On the White 
Pass, at the old Canadian custom house 
in the pass; on the Chilkat pass, like- 
wise at the Canadian custom house, 
which has existed for the past 18 
months; on the Dalton trail, just above 
the Indian village of Kluckwan. The 
first two points were easily fixed; the 
hitch of moment has been over the lo- 
catton of the divisional point on the 
Dalton trail. The point named is at 
the head of canoe navigation and 15 
miles above tidewater which the Cana- 
dians sought so strenuously to reach. 


The modus provides only for a tem- 


porary delimitation, but there is good 
reason to believe that the lines it will 
establish in the end will be accepted by 
both parties as the best possible solu- 
tion of the vexed boundary issue. 
Understanding Reached. 

London, June 9. — It is learned that 
the United States ambassador, Mr. Jo- 
seph H. Choate, is hourly expecting the 
consent of the authorities at Washing- 
ton to a compromise arrangement of 
the Alaskan question on the lines ofa 
prospective settlement and for carry- 
ing on the discussion in the high com- 
mission. While yielding in certain mat- 
ters, it is understood Mr. Choate has 
been able to effect an arrangement sat- 
isfactory to the United States. He has 
been largely helped by the reasonable 
attitude assumed by the Canadians dur- 
ing the past week. The Canadian high 
commissioner, Lord Strathcona, and 
Mount Royal, the secretary of state for 
the colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, and the 
marquis of Salisbury are agreed on the 
lines of the compromise. 

No Conclusion. 

Washington, June 9. — It is learned 
at the state department that while a 
sensible advance is making towards the 
arrangement of a modus vivendi for the 
regulation of the Canadian boundary 
question, a conclusion has not yet been 
reached. Expert geographers are be- 
ing consulted on the exact location of 
some of the boundary points, though as 
far as Dalton trail is concerned, the 
definitive point has not yet been lo- 
cated. 

London, June 9.—It is learned upon 
high authority that the Alaskan modus 
vivendi does not imply that the boun- 
dary question has been permanently 
settled.

RECIPROCITY WITH FRANCE. 


Steps Being Taken to Renew the Ne- 
gotiations Broken Off Some 
Time Ago. 


Washington, June 9.—The French 
| government has taken steps to renew 
actively negotiations for a reciprocity 
treaty with the United States, and to 
that end has appointed M. Chapentier 
as special delegate to assist Ambassa- 
dor Cambon in conducting the negotia- 
tions. The negotiations with France 
were begun some time ago and then 
came to a complete halt. The disposi- 
tion of the French authorities is very fa- 
vorable towards securing a treaty, and 
as a basis for this they are ready to con- 
cede the minimum tariff list, which is 
about 20 per cent. below the minimum 
list now levied on American goods. The 
concessions desired from the United 
States are those under section 4 of the 
Dingley tariff law. A partial reciprocity 
arrangement was made with France 
some months ago, but a much more ex- 
tensive treaty is desired.

He has 
been largely helped by the reasonable 
attitude assumed by the Canadians dur- 
ing the past week. The Canadian high 
commissioner, Lord Strathcona, and 
Mount Royal, the secretary of state for 
the colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, and the 
marquis of Salisbury are agreed on the 
lines of the compromise.

WILL REMAIN. 


IS A BATTLEDOOR AND SHUT- 
TLECOCK GAME 


WHEN ANYTHING ABOUT WASH- 
INGION ST, COMES UP. 


It will be remembered that the coun- 
cil Monday night gave the Michigan 
Bell Telephone Co. and the ‘Ann Arbor 
Electric Light Co. three days in which 
to take alway their poles on that part 
of Washington st. which is included in 
the paving district. 

It now looks as if this action would be 
rescinded. 

J. E. Beal, of the Electric Light Co., 
appeared ‘before the council last even- 
ing and stated that the poles are neces- 
sary, as that is the only way in which 
the are lights can be stretched. There 
are no alley ways running east and 
west, and consequently the poles must 
go on Washington st. Said he: ‘The 
telephone company has two or three 
volts to guard against ‘by insuiaticn, 
wtile the electric light company has 
about 6,000 volts. It would cost in 
round numbers about $5,000 to put a 
sub-way for three blocks on Washing- 
ton st., and then they wouldn’t get rid 
of the poles which are necessary for the 
are lights. Arrangements can be made 
to put up 45-foot poles, whieh will be 
heavy, shaved and painted. They would 
be better than iron, which, when damp. 
and frosty, are dangerous on account of 
being good conductors. This suk-way 
is practically prohibitive in a town of 
this size and with a small company. In 
large cities the electric light companies 
have as much patronage in one block 
as we have in the entire ciy.” He 
then referred to the ordinance under 
which the company operates and whitch 
provides that in case the city wants any 
poles moved, the city will have to stand 
the expense. 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Do you claim that if we 
order the wires under ground that we 
would have to pay for it?” 

Mr. Beal—‘‘Yes, sir.” 

Ald. Brown—‘‘How much longer does 
your contract with the city run?” 

Mr. Beal—About a year and a half, I 
believe.’’ 

Ald. Brown—‘‘That will be about the 
time the payement is finished.” es 

Superintendent Stevens stated to The 
Times that if the city would oblige the 
company to put all its wires under- 
ground in all the contemiplated paving 
districts, the company would have to go 
out of business, _ 

Ald. Dieterle then introduced an ordi- 
nance looking to the permanent remov- 
al of telephone poles, not to take effect 
till 1900. 

A motion was carried to have it re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee, the 
committee to report immediately. The 
ordinance committee . consulted with 
each other and reported that they did 
not want to be rushed so.

About every year there is more or less trouble at examination time in the 


University, and this year is no exception to the rule. The wonder is that the 


authorities, considering the number of

do and that there are not more students and classes who feel themselves 


aggrieved. This year the trouble seems to be confined to the junior laws and the 


junior dents. 


THE ’00 LAWS. 


Ais was stated in yesterday’s Times 
there is great excitement and indigna- 
tion among the junior laws. The laws 
are usually more obstreperous in Prof. 
Thompson’s classes than in any other, 
and have a habit of calling upon him 
for speeches. During these times the 
room is very noisy, and ‘the faculty re- 
solved upon a drastic measure to stop 
it.

The faicully de- 
cided upon the suspension of these two, 
put last night the friends of Mr. Tilton, 
who furnished the cigarette box, ap- 
peared before the faculty and it was 
decided to let him off with a reprimand. 
He was reinstated, but left college this 
morning. Four others who iwere pro- 
hibited from taking the exaimination 
this year will be obliged to undergo the 
ordeal next fall when they return. One 
of the four men thus reprimanded arose 
in his seat Tuesday as Prof. Thompson 
entered the room and gave the ’00 slo- 
gan. 

As no decisive attempt had been made 
during the year to suppress these out- 
pourings of enthusiasm, the class þe- 
came loud in denunciations of the facul- 
ty in resorting to the above measures 
just at the close of the year and prior 


to the examinations. ~ 

Yesterday afternoon there was excit- 
abie talk about holding a class meet- 
ing and adopting pointed resolutions. 

This morning some 50 of the class held 
a meeting and appointed a committee 
consisting of Messrs. Suitphen, Kirby, 
Watson, Jutner and Meyers to wait on 
the law faculty and request them that 
Mr. Wade, the student who was fired, 
be given a fair trial with witnesses to 
appear in his favor.

It will be remembered that the coun- 
cil Monday night gave the Michigan 
Bell Telephone Co. and the ‘Ann Arbor 
Electric Light Co. three days in which 
to take alway their poles on that part 
of Washington st. which is included in 
the paving district. 

It now looks as if this action would be 
rescinded. 

J. E. Beal, of the Electric Light Co., 
appeared before the council last even- 
ing and stated that the poles are neces- 
sary, as that is the only way in which 
the are lights can be stretched. There 
are no alley ways running east and 
west, and consequently the poles must 
go on Washington st. Said he: ‘The 
telephone company has two or three 
volts to guard against ‘by insuiaticn, 
wile the electric light company has 
about 6,000 volts. It ‘would cost in 
round numbers about $5,000 to put a 
sub-way for three blocks on Washing- 
ton st., and then they wouldn’t get rid 
of the poles which are necessary for the 
are lights. Arrangements can be made 
to put up 45-foot poles, which will be 
heavy, shaved and painted. They would 
be better than iron, which, when damp. 
and frosty, are dangerous on account of 
being good conductors. This suk-way 
is practically prohibitive in a town of 
this size and with a small company. In 
large cities the electric light companies 
have as much patronage in one block 
as we have in the entire city.” He 
then referred to the ordinance under 
which the company operates and whitch 
provides that in case the city wants any 
poles moved, the city will have to stand 
the expense. 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Do you claim that if we 
order the wires under ground thait we 
would have to pay for it?’ 

Mr. Beal—‘‘Yes, sir.” 

Ald. Brown—‘‘How much longer does 
your contract with the city run?” 

Mr. Beal—About a year and a half, I 
believe.”’ 

Ald. Brown—‘‘That will be about the 
time the payement is finished.” ay 

Superintendent ‘Stevens stated to The 
Times that if the city would oblige the 
company to put all its wires under- 
ground in all the contemiplated paving 
districts, the company would have to go 
out of business, _ 

Ald. Dieterle then introduced an ordi- 
nance looking to the permanent remov- 


al of telephone poles, not to take effect 


till 1900. 

A motion was carried to have it re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee, the 
committee to report immediately. The 
ordinance committee. consulted with 
each other and reported that they did 
not want to be rushed so. Ald. Stevens 
said he ought to have an opportunity 
to examine the ordinance, and Ald. 
Brown agreed with him. 

Ald. Brown remarked that the Bell 
Telephone Co. had been operating un- 
der the state laiws and that it had no 
franichise in the city. ‘“They have got 
the same right to-puit the wires under 
ground now that they did to put the 
poles in in the first place, and they 
don’t need any more ordinance now 
than they did ‘then,’’ said he. He re- 
marked that the reason assigned by the 
telephone company for asking for the 
ordinance was that they didn’t want 
to pay for the expense of a conduit 
and then have some other council grant 
some other company the right to put in 
poies on Washington st.

There was as big a pow-wow at the 
common council last evening as if the 
Minnie Lewis -Extravaganza company 
had returned to town and was playing 
to popular prices before an opera house 
full of students. Only Alds. Exinger 
and Howell missed the sport. The meet- 
ing was an adjourned one from Monday 
night, presumably to settle the paving 
contract, but before the session started 
a lot of parliamentary questions upon 
motions, substitutes, amendments and 
adjournments had buried President £ea- 
bolt to such an extent that if he cidn’t 
wish Alvy Pearson had been elected to 
the position last spring his sense cf ap- 
preciativeness is sadly lacking. 

The meeting started out as quietly as 
Carnegie’s conscience after ne had &o- 
nated a hundred thousand for another 
library. 

A petition was presented asking that 
the council order a street light cn the 
corner of N. Main and Felen sts. 
ferred to the lighting committee. 

A petition was presented signed by a 
number of taxpayers asking that the 
Washington st. paving job be given to 
Wm. Clancy, the lowest bidder. 

Ald. Brown—‘‘I move it be received 
and spread upon the records and print- 
ed and printed in proceedings. If these 
people want this kind of paving done I 
want the records to show it.” 

Ald. Stevens—‘‘Yes, so that they wcn’t 


| blame the council.” 


The motion was carried. 

After the council had discussed other 
matters for an hour and a half, Ald. 
Koch moved that he paving contract 
be let to Mr: Clancy and that the board 
be authorized to use either Akron or 
Buffalo cement. 

Ald. Brown—‘‘Well, Mr. Norris, what 
is your opinior about our right to let 
this contraict to someone else beside 
Mr. Clancy?” 

Mr. Norris—‘‘I don’t think you have 
got votes enough.”

Now you have 
not decided about the poles on Wash- 
ington st. and Mr. Clancy cannot go on 
with his work until you do, and the 
city will be liable to damages for a de- 
lay if he is delayed. I move that the 
question be reconsidered.” 

Ald. Brown supported it. 

In the meantime Ald. Stevens had 
made a motion to adjourn and it was 
seconded. Pres. Seabolt paid no atten- 
tion to it. Finally Ald. Stevens insist- 
ed. Ald. Hamilton voted it down. 

Pres. Seaibolt—‘‘It seems to me you 
are acting very queer. One moment the 
council wants to please the property 
owners on Washington st.; the next mo- 
ment they don’t; the next moment they 
want to remove the poles on Washing- 
ton st. and the next they don’t; then 
they want to adjourn and then they 
don’t.

fwenty-Four Knots Seem to Be About 
the Limit. 
im steamship building the develop- 
ment and progress of the last twenty 
years have been almost phenomenal. 
In speed and capacity the ocean giants 
of today have reached so-close to the 


limits of structural possibilities that) 


new methods of building and new ideas 
in machinery will be necessary before 
much further improvement 
made, says the New York Press. The 
latest launchings have placed at the 
service of the marine world one océan 
steamship which can average a run- 
ning rate of 22% knots an hour across 
the ocean, and another that measures 
over 709 feet from stern to stern. ‘Phe 
limits in these two important respects 
under the best present facilities and 
methods of construction are close at 
hand, Lewis Nixon, who knows, says: 
“The limit of average speed in a mod- 
ern ocean-going passenger steamship 
of the best type possible to produce 
with the means at hand is 24 knots an 
hour. This is an estimate, based on 
the size of propeller, draft and other 
conditions demanded by the channels 
of this and other harbors. 
that consideration and giving the ves- 
sel an ideal course in open and unob- 
structed water, the limit would be 
slightly greater, but not more’ than 
one knot, making the absolute limit 
about twenty-five knots an hour. The 
limit of length of such a steamship is 
not over 1,000 feet; in fact, I should 
place it at slightly less than that” 
Mr. Nixon’s figures apply to the great 
pcean steamships alone, and have no 
reference to craft of various other de- 


scriptions that are capable of making} 
thirty and more knots an hour for,

Simple Calculation. 

There is a very simple rule for find- 
ing the average number of years which 
persons of any given age may expect 
to live. If the present age be deducted 
from 80, two-thirds of the remainder 
is the answer required. The result is 
not absolutely accurate, but it is near 
enough. For instancee, a man aged 
20 might, by this rule, expect to live 
40 years longer, which is just what 
the latest actuarial tables give. At 4¢ 
the expectation of life works out at 
nearly 27 years, while the tables give 
it as over 25 years. At 60 the above 
rule allows just over 13 years, and 
the tables shw a little less.
